world, how that for any time for his fix or ſeven years laſt paſt, in our 
Annual predi&ions, we have often hinted much at the year x 666, now 
almoſt paſt, and have ofgen mencion'd, as if it would be a year of prear 
concernment unto many Kingdoms, Nations and people of the world,cſpe- 
cially here in Exro2e; and unto ſome Cities & Places in a more particular 
manner. And who is he now living, who ſhall well obſerve the matters 
and aftions of the (aid year, and how the affairs of Exrope ſtand ar preſent, 
bur will acknowledge fv rrath of our former Predictions : We in England 
have great cauſe to confeſs it to have been a year of fad importance unto 
us, in regard of that lamentable fire at Loadoa upon the 2, 3>4and 
dxys of Sevtemhber, waercin a great part of our famous Metropolis was 
conſumed by the fry of fire, the waich we cannot but with (ad hearts 
remembcr. 

The truth is, we have formerly feared thar the year 1666 would be a 
year, not onely of very grew importance to the world, but alſo a year of

ſhall pizale to pcraſe my Almanack for the year 1660, then printed and 

ublithed, it being now fix years ago, ſhall in the laſt theet Hereof hind 
theſ: words, vi [Very trac it is, that the late Comet in 1652 had not 
onely 2 main influence upon all E4100e in general, bur eſpecially ina 
mare partic .lir manner upon titut City, yer, even upon [,94do04; and 
wonderfal changes hath happen'd there fince its appearance, even flich 
and {> great, { 1 m24n as ro the government of the three Nations) as no 
Ciry or place of tie worli can ſcarce parallel, in ſuch ſhort ſpaces of 
time : and we do verily believe, that 2 great part, or moſt of the cteRs 
of that C 5!eUl.z Crr411.t, or ) Comer, 1652, remaining yet to operate, 
will in a copious manner, wichin theſe few years, fail upon the inhabi= 
rants of that City ; for the grand mutuons and alterations, both in 
Clrirclh and Sratc=1ft irs, portended by that Comet, yet not manifcſted, 
hath rwelve ycars, from hence ( m-1ning from that yer 1660) allowed, 
for their accompliſhing : Notwithſtanding a large portion of them wall 
be viſible and appirent, ere the year 1666 be wivlly finifſh'd.

a man of courage ) fled for it, to the utter ſhame and erernal diſhonour of 
char inſolent and proud people,. viz. rhe Dutch ; the Admirals of Zea. 
land and Friefl m4 being then killed, and ſome other principal Officers, 
and the Dutch themſelves forced tr» mike away for their own Harboars 
with all ſpeed, and were purſued home by the valiant Engliſh ; who af- 
rerwards burnt one of their Towns, and 160 Dutch Ships in the ly : 
Nor have the Dutch ſince, unto the time of the writing hercof, had any 
good ſucceſ< in Sea-affaire. 

The {ad continuance and ſpreading of the Peſtilence in many Cities 
and Market-towns here in England, in 1666, and the great controverſies 
now on font in all or moſt parts of Exrore, put me im mind of the late 
Comets of che years 1664 and of 1665.

The vear 1666 hatly not hitherto (I mezn unto the time of rhe writ= 
ing !iereof ) proved a vear of ſuch fatal concernment unto the City of 
FOme it {c1f, or untn the grand aftairs »f the Ciurch of Rome, or unto 
the Roman / atholich Religion, a« was by many formerly expceted : 
True it is, the Pope himſelf hath been nuwch indiſpoſed this year, and 
nt this very time, 27. 1666, hath been much afflicted with bodily d:- 
tumpers, which (as 1 rold you laſt year ) may perhaps end his days be- 
fore the year be quite ran out; however, he is alive oven at tius very 
larrer end of SrMAtemper 16:6, 

But I n-vv come to this voir 1665, wherein T find the Heavens, mr
